Another way of saying 
this is that they have grown up and are no 
longer little boys or girls. 

To you parents graduation is sort of the 
sum total of all of your efforts. Your child has 
arrived and now must go his own way. You 
have laughed, cried, and worried, and now the 
time is here and you are filled with pride. 
Our school shares these same emotions as we 
have also worried and fussed over these same 
boys and girls. 

To the other boys and girls in high sehiaol, 
summer means summer school.

Dr, Doyle to Retire July 1 

Dr. F. W. Doyle, who has been Deputy 
Superintendent of Public Instruction and 
Chief, Division of Special Schools and Serv- 
ices, has announced his retirement effective 
July 1, 1968. This school hais been most for. 
tunaf'e in having a man of Dr. Doyle's experi- 
ence, training, and national stature as head 
of the division under which this school oper- 
ates. 

While Dr. Doyle has the responsibility for 
all types of special education in California, 
his own specialized ‘field was as an educator 
of the deaf. He had been fa teacher of the 
deaf in both the Illinois and the New Jersey 
Schools for the Deaf, so he is not only under- 
standing of the problem of teaching deaf chil- 
dren, but also quite understanding of the 
problems of residential schools. 

Dr. Doyle has been responsible for much 
of the development of programs of special 
education which have resulted in California 
being one of the leading states in this field. 
He has also served as the national president 
of the Council for Exceptional Children. 

We shall miss Dr. Doyle, but wish him well 
in his plans for relaxation and travel and we 
know he will continue to contribute to the 
Welfare of handicapped children as a consul- 
tant to various programs R.G.B.

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A Different View of Our 
Vocational Department 

Howard H. Raihmlow, Vocational Supervising 
Teacher 

When most people think about a vocational 
department in a school their thoughts usual- 
ly turn to boys and girls learning about vari- 
ous subjects and acquiring skills and knowl- 
edge in the shop areas. This, of course, is the 
primary goal of every vocational department, 
especially in schools for the deaf. Along with 
teaching and learning aspects of the program 
goes a parallel program of usable product 
production. 

When production work in a vocational pro- 
gram is properly handled it can be an asset 
to the learning process. Such handling can 
only come about through cooperation between 
the top administrator down through the en- 
tire staff. One person must be the coordinator 
for all the production and that person should 
have full control of acceptance of jobs, sched- 
uling of jobs and even acceptable “dateline 
setting’' if the educational program of the 
school is not to be sacrificed for the produc- 
tion needs. 

Production work at CSDR does serve the 
pupils as “on-the-job-training” in production 
methods and at the same time provides the 
school with thousands of dollars in actual 
money saved on products it needs and uses. 

So that our readers will be aware of the 
amount of production that is done in a school 
such as ours, a resume of some of our pro- 
duction in certain shops is reviewed. All infor- 
mation given is for the current school year 
giving figures on work done in the respective 
shops from September 1967 to March 1, 1968, 
a period of six months.

The spotting and pressing shop has pressed 
and in some cases, where needed, spotted a 
total of approximately 13,500 student gar- 
ments. In addition, the students have clean- 
ed athletic team suits on a weekly basis and 
returned them pressed and ready for use. 
Business Arts 

The student accounts for the club room, 
snack bar, and busses are kept as a class 
project in the Business Arts classes. This is 
no small task, as in the last six months the 
girls have counted, kept accurate books and 
banked a sum in excess of $10,000. 

It should be noted that this money is never 
"istored” on the campus of CSDFt, but is 
always deposited in the bank. 

Although the other shops do some produc- 
tion work, the amount is not as great as the 
above listed. Consequently they were not 
named in this article. 

From the preceding information one can 
see that gainful production at CSDR is not a 
small item. We are happy to slqy that in most 
cases, except for certain emergency needs, 
production is not a deterrent to good teach- 
ing but a supportive part of it. This is as it 
should be as such production work provides 
the students with “real job procedures 1 ’ that 
give them training in an area of need as 
provided in a school shop classroom.

Programed Instruction in Electricity 

By Henry Zink 

Last summer Mr. Gilbert L. Delgado, 
Project Officer, Media Services and Captioned 
Films, Bureau of Education for the Handi- 
capped, U.S. Office of Education, arranged 
with the Graphic Film Company of Holly- 
wood to create a “ programmed” course in 
basic electronic tassembly. 

A programmed course represents a new 
teaching method in that the student learns 
primarily through the use of workbooks, 
slides and motion pictures, with very limited 
assistance from the teacher. 

The Swaton and Robinson Company located 
in Downey, California have written numerous 
programs on varied subjects used in schools 
and industry. Mr. Norman Swaton and Donald 
Robinson supervised the writing and layout of 
this course in 'basic electronic assembly and 
were assisted by Mr. Harold Ramger from 
C.S.D.B., Mr. John Fesson from the Oregon 
School for the Deaf, and Mr. Zink from 
CSDR. Graphic Films was responsible for 
the art work tand photography. 

The basic electronic assembly course is 
presnted in three parts. Part otne “The Use 
and Care of Hand Tools” is completed and 
is now being evaluated in our vocational de- 
partment. Parts two and three will be sent 
to C.S.D.R. in the near future. It is very im- 
portant to test each program on students who 
have not had any previous training in this 
area. 


On March 27, 1968 Mr. Swaton spent the 
day in the electronic assembly shop observing 
Greg Kassel go through the program.lt takes 
approximately five hours for a student to 
complete Part one of the program. On March 
28, 1968 Mr. Swaton and Mr. Delgado contin- 
ued the evaluation with Robert Aldrich as 
the learner. This testing pointed out some 
minor changes that needed to be made in 
course material, but more important it dem- 
onstrated the results of programmed instruc- 
tion in greatly increased concentration and 
learning by the student. 

The evaluation of the program will contin- 
ue for the remainder of this school year land 
will be ready for regular classes next year.
